>Joel: DSB sounds exactly like SSB on the air. The only difference is 
>that it transmits both sidebands, the upper and the lower, and there is 
>no carrier. Obviously, if there is no carrier, it must be reinserted by 
>the BFO or product detector at the receiver, just like any other kind of 
>sideband. It is not compatible with conventional double-sideband AM 
>using full carrier (plate or otherwise modulated). 

> 


Yes and no! DSB WILL sound exactly like SSB xIFx the 
re-inserted carrier is exactly in the correct place. If you are 100 Hz low, 
and not chopping off one sideband with an appropriate filter in the receiver, 
the audio will have a "whiney" peculiar sound to it. This is one reason it 
was not widely accepted. The phase/frequency difference of both 
sidebands create an effect like two cats mating under a house at night! 
Once you have heard the "whiney-eerie" sound of it, you will never quite 


forget it. It would probably work fine nowadays with the phase locking 
SSB detectors on a chip that are available, as long as one transmitted 
a bit of "pilot carrier" for the detector to lock on.

I recently acquired a nice EF Johnson Navigator. Unfortunately, 

it does not have the original Navigator meter. It has a Ranger 
meter in it. Now I doubt if I'll be able to find a Navigator meter, 
and anyway, the Ranger meter looks great in the Navigator. But, 

I think it is causing a problem. I was never taught much about tube 
theory in college so maybe some of you can help me with this. The 
original Navigator meter only has a © to 250mA plate current scale 
on it. When in "Tune" mode, the meter is placed in the grid circuit 
(which is biased with a negative supply) and you are supposed to 
adjust the coupling from the buffer stage so as to peak the meter. 
Well, with my Navigator (with the Ranger meter) I can peg the meter! 
Which would not be good for the 6146. Not only that but the neg. 
voltage on the grid while in tune mode is more than 30% below what 
it should be (staying very close to the value of the negative grid 
supply). 

After studying it for some time, I believe this idiosyncrasy is due to 
the 

incorrect meter impedance of the Ranger meter. The grid of the 6146 
is tied tighter to the negative supply voltage because the impedance 
of the Ranger meter is smaller than an original Navigator meter. 


The Ranger meter is a 5mA (full deflection) at 100mV. This means 
the Ranger meter has about 20o0hms series resistance. I have also 
measured this and found this to be the case. The manual for the 
Navigator does not specify the meter specs. However, based on 
resistance measurements in the manual, the full scale reading on 

the original Navigator meter (250mA plate) and the shunt resistor 
across the Navigator meter when switched into the plate circuit, I 
suspect the meter resistance is nearly 2.6k and about 3mA full scale 
deflection. 2.6k seems high to me. 


I'm sure this won't sit well with some collectors but I want to make the 
Ranger meter work in the Navigator. Shouldn't I be able to make the 
Ranger meter work fine in this circuit if I add series resistance to the 
meter? 


Now for the second half of the puzzle. I notice the grid current drops 
when I move the mode switch to transmit. I think this is due to the 
pos. supply on the screen grid of the 6146 during transmit. Is this a 
true 

statement? 


Finally, when the meter is switched to the plate circuit during transmit, 
the 
grid circuit is switched directly to the neg. grid supply. Wouldn't this 


make the grid current setting achieved in the "Tune" mode inaccurate?

This reaches waaaay back, but I thought about it the other day and 
decided that this forum would have the answer. 


When I was a lad (mid '50's) I'd often visit a friend's house with the 
express purpose of listening to his radio. I'd like to know what it 
might have been. 


It was clearly of military origin, and I recall some reference to Navy 
either from him or on the box. It was white wrinkle finish, about 11" 
wide, 18" high and 6" deep. The rx itself made up about 5" of the 
height (at the bottom) and the upper remainder was taken up by a 
vibrator power supply. All was in a common case, and I believe it 


sat on shock mounts. It ran on 12 VDC (used an HO power pack to run 
it....) Miniature tubes (obviously). Don't recall the band, but it 
had a disk-shaped tuning knob about 1-3/4" in diameter with a small 
crank on the edge. Had a small window with a tuning dial behind 
it. Gear reduction, no bandspread, drove headphones only.

The black crap that forms inside 866's are almost certainly oxidation 
products... these come from impurities in the metals and the imperfect 
evacuation of the envelope. 


There are no black deposits in a NEW 866... none. 


This stuff comes from the degeneration of the filament over time... and the 
combination of the ionized mercury with metals from the filament (cathode) 
and probably the plate. 


Eventually a lot of the mercury which is supposed to gas and support 
ionization and conduction gets tied up in this black oxide reducing the 
conductivity of the tube... and also forming long paths which can short the 
tube internally. 


In a highly oxidized tube, which tend to flash back or arc over... I would 
not hesitate to vigorously shake and roll the loose mercury all around the 
inside of the envelope... in hopes of removing the oxide from the sides of 
the envelope and collecting it at the bottom of the tube. 


Then I would run let the tube sit in a vertical position perhaps tapping 
the base lightly on the work bench a bit to dislodge any crud stuck in the 
tube structure itself.... 


then i would RUN THE TUBE WITH FILAMENTS ONLY FOR SEVERAL HOURS.... 


If the darn thing won't work normally with out problems after that...you've 
got a nice lamp. 


Ps. The instructions I have read call for a MINIMUM HALF HOUR FILAMENT 


ONLY TIME before application of b+ anytime an mercury vapor tube has been 
moved...often a few hours is more prudent.

I heard rumors of a Japanese version of the HRO, but only knew about the 
German and Russian versions. The Russians made their own versions of the 
BC-342/348 (and we sent them several thousand during WW II) and the HRO. 
They made a few AR-88's but according to UA1CK stuck with the BC/HRO as 
their prime receivers. Wish Vlad were still alive today so he could come on 
BA and give us all the details. Maybe Ben can get a JA to tell us the 
receivers were duplicated there. 


If you look back in the pictures in How's DX in QST and the DX column in 

CQ you will see many Russian/East Europeans with BC348's, club stations with 
HRO types, and many around the British empire with the AR 88/CR 88. I have 
a long note from a G operator at VS9MB (maldives). He had somehow gotten a 
DX35 to use with his AR88. When The Ted henry W6U0U SSB argonaut got to him 
he wanted advice on how to best receive SSB on the AR-88. Some W3 sent him 
a BW SSB Slicer, but that arrived after the Argonaut left for VQ6LQ in then 
British Somalia. The G said the slicer helped him with both CW and AM. 


VS9MB was the RAF club station. 


I also remember a famous UB5 (he and his son are still on the air) from the 
Ukraine. He had an HRO but the Russian manual had so many errors in it that 
he asked for someone stateside to get him a correct manual. Turns out it 
was almost an exact duplicate of the HRO Senior. He liked it so much he 
later got a HRO 7 from National. He built his own product detector for the 
HRO and built a complete AM/CW/SSB transmitter from the GE Ham news of the 
mid 50's. I heard this UB5 in contact with a K4 friend of mine who had a 
Globe King 500B or C in 1959. He was heard asking for a schematic......

Working from hearsay and a recently seen photo & caption (can't 
remember where! Might've been "RadCom"), the WW II JA version of the HRO 
is supposedly similar in tube line-up and schematic, but quite different 
mechanically. It does use a worm-type reduction drive but as Mike has 
noted, the dial is xrealx different. Coil "drawers" look much the same. 
Front panel and power supply do not. 

I've vague memories of reading about this copy some years back--said to 
be a little light mechanically (have to remember that Japan isn't 
especially rich in natural resources, that's one of the reasons they got 
into that war in the first place), but a decent receiver.

Of the 30+ companies that made VHF converters in the v. tube age, Tecraft 
showed up earlier and stayed longer than any other. One model line began in 
'52 and ran ‘till about '61 when it changed to a Nuvistor converter more 
commonly known as a Criterion. 


Here is a quick way to tell when one of the early 9.5 x 4.5 x 2.5 inch boxes 
with the works on the top plate was made: 


1952: A 2M converter with a nickel top plate. 


1953: The nickel is gone but the case is available in Mahagony, Oak, Birch, 
Walnut or Korina -- still just 2M 


mid 1955: Gray metal cases and top plates now in the new CC5-XXX line which 
includes 6M (CC5-50), 2M (CC5-144), 220 (CC5-220) and models for 15/20 and 
10/11 (there are two more years of ham 11M). These models have the xtal 
socket on the upper left. 


late 1957: These still say CC-XX but now the xtal moves to the top leftmost 
tube area and a series trap for the IF output frequency is added. Also new 


is a pot to control the RF Gain. 


There are accessories including two different power supplies and specialty 
converters for for Satellite (108 mc) and other special needs. Converters 
may have 3, 4 or 5 tubes and factory plugs are seen where a tube or coil is 
not required. Most IF output frequencies will be 14-18, with 7-11 next, then 
10-14 and Collins used 26-30. A series of transmitters were also offered. 


The author is a serious student who welcomes correspondence on these and 
other converters and related topics. He has a small reference collection and 
a file of literature plus detailed bibliographic citations.
